St. Louis, Feb. 3.—P resid en t W il­ 
son told an audience of 15,000 people, 
which waved wTith tum ult at his feet 
today, that the U nited S tates should 
have the greatest navy in the world. 
lie spoke at the Coliseum. “ I believe 
the navy of the U nited S tates should 
bo unconquerable,” 
said 
the presi­ 
dent, 
“the 
g reatest 
navy 
in 
the, 
world.” 
The president declared the subm a­ 
rine com m anders of 
belligerent n a­ 
tions have 
instructions 
which, 
for 
the most part, conform w ith in tern a­ 
tional law', but th a t the action of one 
commander, contrary 
to 
those 
in­ 
structions, m ight set the world afire, 
including America. 
“Upon the oceans hundreds of car­ 
goes of A m erican goods, hundreds of 
A m erican ships are sailing. 
These 
ships are loaded 
w ith 
cotton, grain 
and all the 
bountiful 
supplies the 
U nited States is sending out 
to all 
p arts of the world. And any one of 
these ships may be th e point of con­ 
tact th at will bring A m erica into the 
w ar.” 
For the first tim e during 
the w*ar 
the president told 
how 
one set of 
European belligerents had 
been set 
a p art from the rest of the w'orld. He 
said that this kept the U nited States 
from helping them . 
He 
made this 
statement, to showr th at 
the United 
S tates was neutral. 
C ontinuing his speech, 
the presi­ 
dent said: 
“Suppose my neighbor’s 
house is 
on fire and my roof is of combustible 
m aterial. 
It is 
not my fault if the 
fire spreads. 
The 
danger 
to this 
country is from without. 
T he com ­ 
m anders of subm arines are, for the 
m ost part, in 
accord 
w ith interna­ 
tional law' of the 
nations, 
but the 
acts of one com m ander m ay set the 
world afire. 
T here 
are 
cargoes of 
w h eat and cotton and 
m anufactured 
articles on the seas, and any one of 
them may 
cause 
trouble, because 
they go into the zone of fire. Ameri­ 
ca has no fine points, no issues in 
her international relations. 
She has 
m erely asserted the 
rights ct m an­ 
kind when these rights are th re a ten ­ 
ed in a world aflame w ith w ar.” The 
crowd cheered. 
The president said th at 
some day 
th e statesm en of the older countries 
would have to adm it 
that 
it was a 
vulture which kept b u rn in g the flame 
of international law 
on 
its altar, 
“ when every other altar in the w'orld 
w as sw'ept by the flames of passion.” 
“I am ready to m ake every allow­ 
ance,” 
he 
continued, 
“for 
those 
w hose countries are upset by w'ar, I 
am not in a critical fram e of mind. I 
am ready to yield everything but the 
vital points. I know howr, in time of 
trouble, were we in danger, t might 
thrust aside punctilious questions. I 
ani ready to m ake allowance for both 
sides. You know' how' one set of bel­ 
ligerents is set out from the rest of 
the 
world. 
Therefore, 
the 
United 
S ta te s is not able 
to express itself 
tow ards them as they would like. 
I 
believe the United States 
is neutral. 
My fellow’ citizens, 
while 
w'e know' 
our own purpose it does 
not follow 
th a t other 
nations 
understand 
us. 
Men press forward with a blind reck­ 
lessness. The peace of the world, in­ 
cluding America, rests with the re ­ 
m ain der of the world, and not with 
A m erica.” 
“Now', here is the choice we have; 
h ere is 
the 
alternative—either 
we 
shall sit still and w ait for the im m e­ 
d iate dem and for national defense to 
come, and then 
call 
for volunteers, 
w'ho would 
be, 
for 
the 
first 
few* 
m onths, im potent as against a tra in ­ 
ed and experienced 
arm y, 
or 
w*e 
shall 
adojft 
the 
ancient 
American 
principle th a t the m en of this coun­ 
try shall be ready 
to 
take care of 
th eir ow’n country.” 
The crowd roared its approval. 
“You have eith er 
got, 
to get the 
men of this country ready to w ith­ 
stand the first onslaught or you will 
have to be ready to 
suffer 
the first 
disaster.”

When the president 
said 
he was 
only asking for trained citizenship he 
was cheered. He said that Pc did not 
want to command a great arn iv and 
that it was cruel 
to 
send untrained 
m en into battle. 
“Th 


I save the lives of A m erican youths,” 
I he said, “and these w ill go through. 
I have not been insisting on the de­ 
tails, but on. the principles.” 
“The modern fighting m achines and 
submarines m ust be handled by ex­ 
perts. 
All we are asking for now is 
a sufficient num ber of experts and a 
sufficient num ber 
of 
vessels 
to 
bo 
placed at their disposal. 
“There is no b etter service in tho 
world than th at of the U nited States 
navy*, but the navy m ust have m ore 
ships. 
We have been going about it 
leisurely, but 
now' 
we 
m ust 
get 
down to business. 
W e m ust have a 
program and then stick to it. 
The 
navy has a great 
task. 
No 
other 
navy has such a task. 
“We ought to have 
the 
greatest 
navy in the world,” he declared, amid

paying 
them 
enough to w arrant them in giving the 
required time to the city’s business.

that our city affairs will be adminis­ 
tered by men who owe a prim ary duty 
to the city at large and not by repre­ 
sentatives of special interests or par­ 
ticular sections of the city.

By clothing these four officers 
w’ith such ample powders 
that 
they 
may be able to put into effect such 
economies and policies as their judg­ 
m ent may approve. Each commission­ 
er is entrusted by law with the charge 
of one departm ent of the city’s affairs, 
subject to the regulation of the four 
commissioners in whom are vested all 
of the legislative, judicial and adm in­ 
istrative powers.

other officers and fix their duties and 
salaries.

By definitely fixing the respon­ 
sibility for official acts so that no of­ 
ficer can excuse himself for his failure

By making all officers strictly 
and quickly accountable for their offi­ 
cial acts by means of the recall.

By 
eliminating 
party 
politics 
from the city government. 
No party 
name nor emblem can appear on any 
ticket at a primary or other election. 
7. , By requiring that due publicity 
of the city’s financial affairs be given. 
The laws compels the commissioners 
to publish a monthly itemized state­ 
ment of all receipts and expenditures, 
with a summary of preceding months. 
8. 
By reserving to the citizens pow­ 
er to assert and protect their rights 
through the medium of the initiative, 
the referendum and the recall. 
Many of the evils of the municipal 
governments of today are the result of 
an antiquated 
system 
which, 
even 
though adm inistered by able and pa­ 
triotic men, makes the 
best 
results 
impossible. 
No business corporation 
whose officers are hampered by such 
a system could hold its place against 
competitors w*hose business operations 
are conducted in accordance with mod­ 
ern business methods. 
The commis­ 
sion plan Is an adaptation of such bus­ 
iness methods to city government. 
The commission form is no experi­ 
ment. 
It has been tried in 374 Ameri­ 
can cities ranging in population from 
W est Plains, Mo., with 2,200, up to 
Buffalo, N. Y., with 460,000. 
Not one 
of them has ever gone back to the old 
system. 
The experience of all these 
cities dem onstrates that the commis­ 
sion form of city 
government 
gives 
more to the people in return for their 
taxes, responds more fully and quickly 
to the public will and is altogether 
more economical and 
efficient 
than 
the old system. 
We, 
the 
undersigned, constituting 
the executive committee in charge of 
the campaign on behalf of the adop­ 
tion of the new* plan, cordially urge 
every voter to read the new law’ and 
to acquaint himself with the results 
of the system in other cities.

This means that 
to plant the average man’s 26.6 acres 
only four or five bushels of tested 
seed are needed . As it takes about 
twro hours to test a bushel of seed 
corn, ten hours* work by the average 
Missouri farmer would usually result 
in a difference of $40 in his income, 
or about $1.50 an acre net gain for all 
the corn he plants. 
The sand box or saw dust germinator 
consists of a box about four inches 
deep and thirty inches square, with 
about two inches of sand or sawdust 
in the bottom to hold the moisture or 
to keep water from standing around 
the corn. 
A piece of old sheeting or 
other cloth that will absorb moisture, 
but will not allow it to stand on the 
surface, should bo stretched over the 
surface and marked off into two-inch 
squares.

In fact, however, this coat of 
charcoal cracks so badly that the lit­ 
tle fungus plants which cause decay 
are able to get through and shorten 
the life of the post. 
Charring, then .will not enable the 
fence builder to use willow, cotton­ 
wood, sycamore or black oak, so he 
must replace them with the more ex­ 
pensive white 
cedar 
posts, 
costing 
from 25 to 35 cents apiece, or with 
the more durable mulberry, white oak, 
black locust, or hedge posts, which in 
many 
localities, 
are 
not 
plentiful 
enough to supply the demand fully. 
The more perishable woods sometimes 
used must be replaced every two or 
three years, unless they can be pre­ 
served in some way. 
It is this defi­ 
ciency that the College of Agriculture 
hopen to enable fence builders to rem­ 
edy, by means of its experiments, but 
with the failure of charring 
it 
has 
turned to the use of creosote. 
Charring failed to lengthen the life 
of willow', cottonwood, ironwood, hack­ 
berry 
or 
basswood 
sufficiently to 
make them satisfactory post materials 
and probably white walnut, hickory, 
w’hite elm, sassafras and red bud are 
not helped much either, although tests 
with them have not 
continued 
long 
enough to give the final results. Char­ 
ring appeared to give much better re­ 
sults in case of black walnut, river 
birch, 
oaks, 
hedge, 
sugar 
maple, 
black locust, honey locust, Kentucky 
coffee tree, dogwood, black ash, catal­ 
pa. 
The sap wood of catalpa, hedge, 
black walnut and black locust was 
almost completely burned in charring 
and, since the heart wood of these 
species is much more durable than 
the sap wood, but few' kinds of wood 
are left which show any possible ben­ 
eficial effects from charring. 
Those who wish the benefits of the 
directions which the college is able 
to give as a result of the uncompleted 
tests of the use of creosote and other 
similar preservatives, should address 
the Department of Forestry, Columbia,

EDDIE MACK KNOWN LOCALLY 


Pickpocket 
Implicated 
in 
Chicago 
Bank Robbery Once Arrested Here. 


Eddie Mack, an international pick 
pocket, arrested by Chicago detectives 
in that city Friday morning, together 
with four other men, and held in con­ 
nection with the $15,000 robbery which 
occurred Thursday morning 
at 
the 
Washington Park National 
bank 
in 
Chicago, was arrested in Sedalia dur­ 
ing state fair week eight years ago by 
Sheriff James C. Card and Missouri 
Pacific Special Agent N. P. Kemp, and 
a picture of the famous pickpocket, 
taken at that time with a band of con­ 
fidence men, hangs in Sheriff Card’s 
office in the court house. 
Sheriff Card was at that 
time 
a j 
member of the police department, and , 
together with Mr. Kemp and several j 
other officers, was stationed at the j 
Missouri Pacific station to watch o u t1 
for the arrival of professional 
pick­ 
pockets who visit Sedalia every fair 
week. 
The officers noticed Mack and four 
companions 
working 
in 
and 
out 
through 
the 
crowds in a suspicious 
manner. 
They were * trailed and as 
soon as an opportunity presented it­ 
self the men were taken into custody. 
They were held until the arrival of a 
train for St. Louis, when they were 
placed aboard and provided tickets to 
that place by Special Officer Kemp. 
The men did not have an opportunity 
to work in this city. 
During the short stay here Mack 
told the officers of his methods of 
working. 
He said that he had been 
informed in St. Louis that there would 
be a “harvest” in Sedalia during fail 
week, and for that reason had headed 
this way. 
Sheriff Card is of the opinion that 
Mack was not directly connected with 
the bank robbery in Chicago. He says 
that this manner of obtaining money 
was not in Mack’s line, and he did not 
believe Mack had nerve 
enough 
to 
hold up a bank. 
Mack is about 45 years old, heavy 
set and short. He is a smooth talker 
and a No. I pickpocket.

4.—Canada’s 


beautiful parliament budding, valued 
at $6,000,000 lay in ruins this morn­ 


ing, swept by fire. 
Six lives are be­ 


lieved to have been lost and as many 


more injured. 
The fire was believed 


to be under control at 3 o’clock this 
morning, after raging for six hours. 


The known dead are: 
Mme. Bray, 


wife of H. A. Bray, of Quebec, and 


daughter of the late George Tanguay, 


of the legislative counsel; Mme. Mor­ 


in, wife of Louis Morin, of St. Joseph 
de Beauce, Quebec; Robert Fanning, 
a waiter employed in the building; 
Alphonse Des Jardins, a dominion po­ 
liceman, and A. Des Jardins, a plumb­ 
er, and uncle of the policeman. 
An­ 
other policeman is believed to have 
been killed with the

Jardins 
when the roof fell on them while they 
were working 
with 
others 
in 
the 
chamber below the speaker’s 
quar­ 
ters. 
Immediately after the fire started 
the report was spread that 
it 
was 
started from an incendiary bomb, but 
this theory was rejected today by Col. 
Sherwood, commissioner of the Do­ 
minion police, who insisted that the 
fire was accidental. 
Among those reported missing is B. 
TI. Law', a member 
of 
parliament, 
who is understood to have been at the 
house at the time the fire broke out, 
and J. C. La Plant, assistant clerk in 
the commons. 
The financial loss is difficult to es­ 
timate, but the contents of the build­ 
ings were of great value. At an early 
hour, it was believed that the parlia­ 
m ent library, wrhich

wing of the building, had been saved. 
Soldiers aided in carrying out many 
of the 200,000 volumes. 
The parlia­ 
ment building was rated as one of the 
finest Gothic structures on this con­ 
tinent.

Prime Minister Hughes announced at 
a luncheon given him recently by the 
faculty of Melbourne University that 
the federal government was prepared 
to spend up to $2,500,000 if necessary 
on the establishment of an institution 
for scientific research in relation to 
industry. 
Mr. Hughes said 
that 
it. 
had 
been 
sbowrn 
what 
potential 
w’ealth there w’as in Australia, but the 
Australian people were practically in 
their swaddling clothes—economical­ 
ly they were in their school days. He 
thought with a national laboratory 
Australians could utilize science in 
opening up new avenues of industrial 
effort. 
They could increase the pro­ 
ductivity of the country from lo to 
20 per cent. 
“The Commonwealth Government,” 
he went on, “will endeavor to co­ 
ordinate the universities in the var­ 
ious states in this direction. 
We are 
not committed to details. 
As far as 
possible we will avail ourselves of 
the ability and services of the scien­ 
tific men in our own Industries, but 
if necessary to strengthen the staff 
it can bo reinforced from the out­ 
side. 
I will make inquiries during 
my visit abroad, but. in any case the 
government without delay will take 
the necessary steps to give the insti­ 
tution a start.” 
Mr. Hughes suggested that the Mel­ 
bourne professors invite representa­ 
tives of the universities in the other 
states to meet them in Melbourne at 
an early date to consider the whole 
question.

Berlin, Feb. 4.—The big suburban 
city of Lichtenberg, a few’ miles from 


Berlin, whose population is almost ex­ 
clusively drawn 
from 
the 
working 
classes, has, during 
the 
past 
few’ 
months, been perfecting a system of 
(municipal 
ownership 
of 
foodstuffs 
which is perhaps the most comprehen­ 
sive in Germany. 
It has not only taken charge of and 
control over certain kinds of foods, as 
other municipalities have done, but it 
I has become salesman as 
well, 
has 
opened municipal stores and markets 
all over the city, has done much to 
keep prices down within the reach of 
its inhabitants and 
yet 
has 
made 
enough profit to enable it to keep its 
stocks replenished. 
Where it has been found inadvisable 
for the city to sell the food itself, it 
has been distributed 
through 
mer­ 
chants who have been permitted to 
charge only stipulated prices and to 
make a profit no larger than the city 
itself w’ould make. 
The city now maintains four stores 
for the sale of meat, sausage, fats 
and bacon, four egg stores and two 
potato stores. 
Four more of the lat­ 
ter are to be added in a short time, 
as soon as the expected increased de­ 
mand for potatoes comes. 
The city has been able to make ad­ 
vantageous contracts with packers forj 
both meat and fats, and of late is sell­ 
ing daily to about 
20,000 
families. 
Whenever a shortage has been felt, 
such as was the case with fat recent­ 
ly, Lichtenberg has procured substi­ 
tutes of one kind or another. 
It has in its storehouses now* enough 
bacon to last into February, and by 
that time it will have received the 
6,000 hogs that have been apportioned 
to it by military authorities. 
A con­ 
tract to slaughter them has already 
been awarded. 
Of late the city has added to its 
stock by putting in rice, beans, peas 
and oat flakes by the hundredweight 
and is selling them at a small margin 
of profit at its meat stores. 
Until 
after Christmas the price of munici­ 
pal eggs was four cents apiece—as 
compared with eight to nine cents in 
other 
parts 
of Greater Berlin—but 
now it has advanced to four and one- 
half cents. 
The 
city 
has 
just purchased an 
enormous quantity of potatoes, half of 
which it has stored away, and the 
other half of which has been distrib­ 
uted among regular provision dealers 
to be sold at specified prices. 
The 
city has also sold huge amounts of 
fruit. 
Iii addition to selling outright the 
things enumerated, Lichtenberg has 
supplied local merchants with great 
quantities of noodles, condensed milk, 
sardines, 
vegetables 
and 
macaroni, 
which it, as a wholesale buyer, has 
been able to procure advantageously.

Admitting that these bases and the 
resulting calculation are only approxi­ 
mate and open to discussion, this au­ 
thority points out in confirmation the 
fact that as far back as November 1st 
Germany had called up every available 
man excepting the

years of age of the contingent of 1917, 
and had incorporated the contingent 
IG. 
Moreover, the estimate of 
4,JCO,OOO men as the effective force 
under arms presupposes that all the 
units have their full number and that 
all the bases have their full comple­ 
ment, which this authority declares, 
on the basis of detailed reliable in­ 
formation, is not the case. 
The over­ 
estimation of this item, he considers, 
offsets any overestimation 
of 
the 
others. 
The deduction he makes from these 
calculations is that Germany will be 
obliged to resort to abnormal meas­ 
ures to meet an abnormal situation 
resulting from progressive exhaustion 
of its resources in men and the con­ 
tinual extension of battle-fronts and 
augmentation

He expects Germany to strain her re­ 
sources to the utmost limit and resort 
to three different measures that will, 
all told, give her 900,000 more men 
and enable her to sustain her present 
effort until Auugst I, 1916. 
These three extraordinary measures 
are: 
First, the calling 
up 
of men 
heretofore declared by medical exam­ 
iners unfit for military service; sec­ 
ond, in the calling up of all men be­ 
tween the ages of 45 and 54 years; 
third, in the reduction, as far as com­ 
patible with the essential needs of 
the country, of the number of men 
exempted from military service in or­ 
der to keep war industries running. 
The Germans have, 
according 
to 
this authority, exempted an account 
of physical unfitness between 25,000 
and 50,000 men a year, or no more 
than IO per cent of the full effective 
force of each contingent, which he 
considers must represent a category 
of men very deficient physically, and 
that a rigorous revision of these ex­ 
empted men could not give more than 
a total of 400,000. 
Of men between the ages of 45 and 
54, he finds a probable total of 1,200,- 
000, including fit and unfit, and esti­ 
mates that only a little, over 30 per) 
cent be withdrawn from the economic 
life of the country, giving a total of 
400,000 men whose quality as soldiers 
would be most problematic. 
Of the 700,000 men exempted spe­ 
cially from service in order to con­ 
tinue the work of such industries as

bom bardm ent of the allied camps at 
Zettenlik by German aeroplanes; the 
a rrest of the German, Austro-Hunga­ 
rian, Bulgarian, Turkish and Norwe­ 
gian consuls; the arrival of King Pe­ 
ter of Serbia and his refusal to accept 
an escort of Greek troops; the whole­ 
sale cleaning of the city of all sus­ 
pected persons have been item s in 
the existing program. 
The a rre st of the consuls has, so 
far, been the climax of the dram a bo­ 
ing played out in Macedonia. 
T hat 
they would he forced to leave Salon­ 
iki sooner or later no one doubted— 
least of all the consuls them selves. 
Long since, the A ustro-Hungarian con­ 
sul had arranged with the American 
| state departm ent and the Geek govern­ 
ment that John E. Kohl, tho American 
I consul, should take charge of th*' Aus­ 
tro-Hungarian interests when the m o­ 
m ent 
of 
departure 
arrived. 
Mr. 
Thompson, the vice consul, was even 
offered the use of the A ustrian con­ 
sulate as a residence— rent free and 
servants paid 
if he would consent to 
protect Hie contents of the building 
j by his official presence in it.

The Bulgarian consul also made his

The enthusiasm and dispatch with 
which the seizure was made aston­ 
ished even those accustomed to the 
thoroughness of the French. 
At half 
past ten in the morning three German 
| aeroplanes flew over the 
city 
and 
I harbor of Saloniki, dropping bombs, 
j They followed a very precise and well 
m arked course 
and 
dropped 
their 
bombs exactly w here they should ac­ 
complish the maximum of damage. At 
noon a fourth 
aeroplane 
appeared, 
minutely following the identical course 
pursued by its predecessors. 
On con­ 
sidering this phenomenon even the un­ 
initiated guessed th at signals of some 
sort m ust have directed the course of 
the hostile aircraft. 
General Sarrail came to the same 
conclusion and before nightfall every 
consul was safely aboard the French 
flagship “P atrie” and the consulates 
them selves in the hands of the French. 
A machine gun, a squad of zouaves in 
baggy trousers and fez-like caps, with 
bayonets fixed, did the trick in each 
instance. 
The entire movement was 
sim ultaneous. 
Even

consul, who was in the principal club 
of Saloniki at the time, was arrested 
at the same moment th at his consu­ 
late was seized. 
A fter the a rre st of the 
four con­ 
suls cam e the beginning of the clear­ 
ing of the city of all suspects, which 
still continues. 
No one in Saloniki 
has been ignorant that the place has 
been filled 
w ith 
Austrian, German, 
Bulgarian and 
Turkish 
spies 
since 
the landing of the first allied soldier 
and even before. Especially have wo­ 
men of a certain 
class 
lent them ­ 
selves to this sort of work. N otw ith­ 
standing stringent restrictions, 
wo­ 
men of this sort have 
continued to 
arrive alm ost 
daily—generally Aus­ 
trians. One of the first moves of the 
French authorities therefore wras di­ 
rected against these women. A lsatian 
or other 
German 
speaking French­ 
men of the intelligence 
service are 
employed in testing not only the wo­ 
men, but all suspects. 
The French 
soldier would tell the suspect th at he 
wished to desert and ask assistance 
to carry out his purpose. If the sus­ 
pect acceded, his or her nam e went 
on the black list at once.

Moscow, Feb. 
4.—All 
the intelli­ 
gent and w'ell to do Polish residents 
and refugees in Russia are at work 
relieving the suffering 
of 
the poor 
and gathering together the remnants 
of the nation. That is, all who wrere 
once w'ell to do, for many such now 
feel uncertain whether they have a 
penny in the world except money in 
pocket. Patriotic Poles always work 
for their country. 
It 
is a solace in 
misfortune and the guaranty in their 
opinion that the 
words 
falsely at­ 
tributed to one 
of 
their number a 
century ago never will be true. There 
is to be no “Finis Poloniae.* 
Moscow has 
a 
central committee 
and tw'enty sectional committees to 
manage the different branches of the 
relief vrork. 
The 
Associated Press 
correspondent had an opportunity of 
visiting the central committee, under 
the presidency of the lawyer, A R. 
Lednieki, who has been a resident of 
Moscow' for many years, and to ob­ 
serve its business like management 
of an enormous 
budget 
of current 
business. He visited the dining room 
opened for intelligent Polish refugees 
by the women’s committee, under the 
presidency of Princess 
Rose Radzi- 
will, where lie met. a score of Polish 
women who speak excellent English. 
It is housed in a part of a barge res­ 
taurant, the women having establish­ 
ed their own kitchen. 
He visited throe of thirty tempor­ 
ary asylums for 
children, 
and one 
refuge for unmarried women. These 
institutions have been housed wherev­ 
er apartments could be bad econom­ 
ically, some being loaned by friendly 
owners. 
The children looked happy, 
notwithstanding 
their 
separation 
from parents. 
There is a record of 
70.000 families which were separated 
during ho flight. Fortunately the par­ 
ents of 10,000 children have already 
been found and the w'ork 
will pro­ 
ceed more rapidly, now' that a gener­ 
al address book of the 
refugees is 
nearing completion. But locating dis­ 
rupted families and 
reuniting them 
are different matters. Not less than 
200.000 Poles have been sent to Si­ 
beria and many of them 
have rela­ 
tives scattered 
throughout the cen­ 
tral provinces of European Russia. 
One of the asylums 
for 
children 
may serve as a type 
of the remain­ 
der. There w'ere forty young girls un­ 
der the care of the young Baroness 
Sophia von Heydel. 
Sarcely grown 
herself, 
she 
has 
bravely undertaken to be mother and 
friend and teacher to these helpless 
waifs. The apartment is located in a 
side street; there is no superfluous 
luxury, but the rooms are clean, w'ell 
aired and warm. The beds are pack­ 
ed as closely as they may be, part of 
them 
being 
wooden 
frames 
over 
which canvas is stretched, but spot­ 
lessness prevails, and the happy look 
on the faces of the 
girls indicated 
contentment after a long and ardu­ 
ous journey. 
The girls w'ere found 
singing in unison and knitting at the 
same time. 
J he wooden bedsteads 
were made in workshops opened for 
Polish women not otherwise employ­ 
ed. 
The Poles have succeeded in im­ 
provising a complete organization in 
spite of difficulties not easily under­ 
stood abroad. 
All Polish 
refugees 
that have been found have been cared 
for. The majority have found employ­ 
ment, either in factories or tempor­ 
ary workshops. 
Schools have been 
opened for practically all children of 
school age. 
The excellent refuge at Moscow for 
unmarried women [frustrates the spir­ 
it of all the relief work. 
There are 
accommodations for 
forty 
women. 
Sixty a^e passed in and out every 
month, employment 
and 
permanent 
homes 
in 
suitable 
families 
being 
found for them. 
In spite of all that has been done, 
the mortality among the refugees has 
been large. 
Seven thousand children 
alone are know'n to have perished. 
Only last week 130 children were 
discovered in a pitiable condition at 
a small railway station not previous­ 
ly visited by searching parties. 
In addition to schools, the Polish 
committee has organized lectures for 
grow'n-ups and older 
children, 
who 
are deprive'1 of 
higher 
educational 
facilities. University and high school 
professors from Poland 
hold 
these 
lectures in the Polish tongue and try 
to keep alive the love for Polish liter­ 
ature and history. A Polish operatta 
at Moscow is attracting Russian as 
well as Polish 
music 
lovers. 
The 
artists are the leading songsters of 
Warsaw*, including 
Missal, 
w*ho 
is 
knowm throughout Europe. A Sunday 
.theater, 
with 
accommodations 
for 


1,300 has been opened, with tickets 
Seiling from ten cents to 
a 
dollar. 
This theater will give Polish drama 
and concerts, for w'hich the best tal­ 
ent from Warsaw has been engaged. 
The 
results 
obtained 
have" not 
slackened the energy of the workers, 
for there is much to be done, and will 
be until the w*ar has been over many 
months. 
New parties are even now 
arriving at Moscow*. 
The roads from 
the w*est are dotted with wagons, 
often several hundred together. These 
last arrivals escaped wPh their teams 
within the Russian military lines and 
tried to winter in dugouts, abandoned 
trenches and 
isolated 
houses. 
The 
extreme cold, w'hich came unusually 
early this 
winter, 
finally 
forced 
them to seek refuge in the center of 
the country. 
The number of belated 
refugees has been estimated at not 
less than 40,000. 
But these 
include 
not only Poles, but Lithuanians, Letts 
and White Russians.

States have adopted the commission 
form of government and almost unan­ 
imously have found it more successful 
than the old mayor and council form. 
Here are some of the ways in which 
the cities report the commission plan 
superior to the old form: 
It acts instead of deliberates. 
It investigates instead of refers. 
It is always in session. 
It represents the people, not a pre- 
I dominating party or faction. 
Capable mon, with the liberty given 
them, are glad to serve on the com­ 
mission. 
Pull for ward improvements, to the 
neglect of the city as a 
wrhole, 
is 
eliminated. 
This information about 
the 
com­ 
mission governed cities v/as obtained 
by the municipal reference bureau of 
the University of Missouri at Colum­ 
bia. 
Letters were sent to each city 
that has adopted the commission plan, 
asking of the success 
of 
the 
new' 
system. About 300 replies have been 
received. 
Efficiency, the elimination 
of petty politics and a practical busi­ 
ness management of the city are the 
advantages most often reported. 
In 
some places there is opposition, es­ 
pecial iy where the system is yet new*, 
but the replies show* that in 95 per 
cent of the cities it is favored. Many 
officials 
reply that 
their citizens 
w'ould have no other plan. 
There is 
more 
service, 
activity 
and 
city 
progress where the commission rule 
is in use, according to the letters. 
The replies indicate that the com­ 
mission form gives nearer IOO cents 
of service for en ch dollar spent by the 
city man than does the council and 
mayor plan.

preventive medi­ 
cine, of the 
University 
of Missouri 
at Columbia. 
Pneumonia is of two 
kinds, lobar 
pneumonia, the more common form 
among adults, and broncho pneumo­ 
nia, which is common in children. All 
types of pneumonia 
are 
infectious 
and caused by germs. The disease is 
not, however, 
very 
contagious. 
It 
may be transmitted directly 
from a 
sick person to a 
well 
person, and 
this often happens in a house where 
there is a case 
of 
pneumonia, but 
such is not the usual 
beginning of 
the disease. 
The pneumoccocus, the 
germ that 
causes the lobar form 
of 
the dis- 
i ease, found in the 
throats 
of well 
persons, is transmitted from person 
to person in the spray 
from cough­ 
ing, sneezing and talking. An attack 
of some other disease is often com­ 
plicated by pneumonia for this rea­ 
son. An ordinary 
cold 
reduces re­ 
sistance so that the pneumonia germ 
grows and causes 
pneumonia. 
The 
cold does not “run into” pneumonia, 
but it makes infection possible. 
Continual overwork and 
excessive 
fatigue, 
or 
continual undernourish­ 
ment may predispose to pneumonia. 
The use of alcohol predisposes very 
strongly to the disease.
